THE CIMBALOM. 


National Instrument of 
Hungary. | 


“ELEMENT INDISPENSABLE.” 


Professor A. Barna, the world 
famous Hungarian Cymbalist 
who some tir4 ago delighted 
local radio “fans” by broadeast- 
Ing from the studio, has paid a 
taturn visit to the Colony and is 
how appearing at the Lee Thea. 
tre, ‘Wanchal with Miss Luba 
Pecker und a troupe of clever 
dancers, They gave their first 
performance lant evening and 
the season will-close to-morrow 
evening, 


The instrument which Profes- 
sor Barna plays so delightfully 
is spelt “Cimbalom” by Grove, but 
it is written as “Czimbalom” by 
Helen Freyer, extracts from 
whose article on this instrument, 
published in The Etude of Ovto- 
ber, 1930, are given below:— 


Unique Musical Development. 


A music peculiarly its own, 
and an instrument that goes 


with it — how few nations, if 
any, other than Hungary, have 
developed both? Every nation 
adds a certain § distinction to 
music. Hungary adds not only 
rare. and ornamental themes, 
which show the character of her 
people, their peculiarities, their 
teniperament, but an instrument, 
the Czimbalom. 

The fact that the people of 
Hungary have developed both a 
distinctive music and. an instru- 
ment which alone can interpret 
that music is unique. Hungarian 
themes are benutiful in them- 
selves, but, for the real effect of 
musical beauty the Czimbalom is 
known as an “clement indisyen- 
sable” of Hungarian orchestras 
and makes it possible for vir- 
tuosi to embelish their perform- 
nnees by all kinds of scales, 
arpeggios, broken chords and 
thrills. 


The Gypsy and Magyar. 


It is the Gypsy und Magyar 
races living in Hungary to whom 
we pay homage, It is they who 
have done a great service to 
Hungarian music and to poster- 
ity by playing from generation 
to generation throughout the 
land the rare themes of the Hun- 
garian peoples themselves. Jt is 
their orchestras that present the 
truest conception of the real 
sentiment und tone of the Gypsy 
material fireceness and moods of 
melancholy. And it ia their in- 
strument, the'Cazimbalom, which 
docs the real work of interpret- 
ing. ¥ 

In appearance the Czimbalom in 
use to-day looks very much like o 
spinet with the covers Ifted, but 
the sound and tone, similar to that 
of a well-volced plano, has yet o 
“wirey” effect when played by hard 
hammers. it is approximately four 


and a half feet In length and ‘two 


and a half fect in width. The steel 
Wires are sprend out on-n horizontal 
board Ifke the atrings on a plano, 
but they aro not all. placed in order 
of pitch, The compass’ ja one of 
fifty notes from F sharp onward to 
chromatic succession. The wires 
arg struck with two wooden sticks, 
the striking ends of which aro 
covered with cloth, In 1874 Josef 
Schunda, a manufacturer of theso 
instrumcnta, invented a pedal. 
damper for the Czimbalom, similar 
to the right pedal on a modern 
Piano. Since that time the vibra- 
tions may be dampened and tho tone 
softened. 


Out of Obscurity. 


The Czimbalom {a best aulted for 
two-part music, but quick arpeggios 
can givo full .chord effecta, and 
varioue melodic figures can be por- 
formed ensily.. Tho first public use 
of this Inetrument was In an or- 
chestra on March 9, 1861, when It 
wan introduced In the Budapest 
National Opora . House in Franz 
Erkel's opora, “Bank Ban.” Liszt 
incorporated the Crimbalom In hia 
“A - Magyarok Jetene,” _ his 
“Vihalrndulo,” and. in his third 
orchestral “Rhapsody.” 

In June 1800,'0 chair was created 
for the Csimbalom "in the National

Due to Splitting Up of 
. -Europe ? 


CUSTOMS UNION, 


Dr. Curtius Crosses Swords With 
French Foreign Minister. 
Geneva, Yesterday. 

There was a sensational 
Franco-German -duel this morn- 
ing, when the German Minister, 

r. Curtius, told the Commis- 
sion of the European Union that 
the cutting up’ of Europe: inté 
many new States waa the chief 
cause of the Economic crisis, He 
advocated customs unions in 
various countries as a remedy, 

M. Briand (France), replying, 
bluntly referred to the proposed 
Austro-German Customs union 
and said: “Wo must avoid any- 
thing causing opposition, an- 
xiety, or menace in Europe. 

M. Briand strongly disagreed 
with the contention that the 
crisis was due to Customs boun- 
daries, nnd asserted that high 
tariffs were a part of the effects 
of this crisis, and not part of the 
cause. 

The Commission wag stirred 
by this clash, MM. Litvinof 
(Russian) was especially atten- 
tive.—Reuter,

Specious Pleading for the Bus Companies, 


T looks as if the Kowloon Residents’ Association are going to 
be caught napping, as are the general community in the main- 
land. A very cleverly worded piece of pleading has uppeared in a 
daily paper — probably ndiie of whose employees uses the Kowloon 
buses once u month — for raising the bus fare, subject, we are 
very considerately informed—after everything is cut and dried— 
to the cont of the Government, 7 

It seems no time since the bus fares on the mainland were 
raised, for the orimary object, it was suspected, of paying for pala- 
tial new depots that could well have awaited a more appropriate 
seuson, — But, of course — how could it be otherwise — the dollar 
is once again blamed for the “necessity” to raise the fares. It is 
heartrending, to read now that petrol, tyres, oil repairs, accessories, 
and even the buses themselves have to be paid for in gold, and are 
costing twice us much now as when the dollar stood at 2s. value. 
All this special pleading, to be sure, could have been used, per 
medium of one very obliging morning daily paper, when.the fares 
were last raised, The public memory is not so short us not to re- 
member how comparatively recently the bus fares on the mainland 
were raised. 

Ut is to be hoped that neither the Government nor the Kow- 
Joon Ratepapers’ Association will be in the slightest way impressed 
by this special piece of pleading, To a mere handful on the out- 
ekirts of the bus routes, it may seem at first hand something of 
4 concession to 42 able to travel all the way for 15 cents first class 
and ten cents second class. Let a party of four or five use a taxi 
and the bus will be left far behind as regards both price and ser- 
vico—and cleanliness. At:present most of the buses seem to be a 
law unto themselves. They care not one jot whether or not they 
miss a Ferry or whether patrons have to wait at stopping 
pluces for ten, fifteen, or even twenty minutes for.a bus, or whether 
one car get one's white suit ruined in the Summer by the previous 
day’s dust that-is allowed to accumulate of a morning. , 


Let the b:.s companies in Kowloon begin to give the public 
aervice. Let them abolish the silly system of monopolies ‘on certain 
routes. Let them keep’ to scheduled time in catching the Ferries. 
Let them compel their employees to use o little elbow grease in 
ridding the buses of dust and dirt — and even spittle —- and then — 
and not one moment before then — approach the Government for 
permission to standardise the fares at the exponse-of the majority 
who only travel short distances, The bus concerns on the main- 
land are on a good enough wicket — at the expense of their 
patrons —— but with a Government worth its salt fifty per cent, 
of the “service” would be put out of commission by virtue of their 
abjert. ‘failure to cope with public convenience. 
recently when the bus fares wore raised on the mainland that 
fewer passengers would be carrled per. day than proviously. If 
they now get round the Government In: the same soft manner as

There is a man I know who 
wins cups and medals in races 
and reliability trials. Only 
recently, before the London. 
Hand's End trial, 1 helped him 
jack up the four wheels of hie 
mar_and adjust the brakes, 
held the brake pedal down one 
ingh by jamming a stick between 
it and the driving seat, and then 
he adjusted the brakes until all 
‘our went on together, 

To reassure himself he de- 
preased the pedal a further halt- 
inch and then tested the power 
of each brake independently by 
pulling on the tyres in turn. 

He was not satisfied until he 
had tested the car on the road, 
raking hard and noting the 
length of each skid mark. He 
applied the brakes when the car 
was doing over “fifty,” and it 
vulled up without a waver al- 
though the steering wheel was 
not held. 

There is no fun.in moforing on

exciting to neglect the brakes

To Be Used by Indian 
: Maharajah. 


It lau matter for ratification 
that these two vehicles—omnbedying 
as they do all the aki and resources 
of present-day automobile engincer- 
ing and coachbullding practices, 
have been made throughout by Bril- 
tlah tubour, ‘They are both mount- 
ed on awift, .powerfal chassia of 
the “Regal type, manufactured by 
the A.E.C.—the well-known builders 
of London’a buaes—-and the bodies 
are the work of Messrs. Duple 
Bodies and Motors, Ltd, Edgware 
Road, the Hyde, Hendon. 

It ts doubtful if any two vehicles 
of auch power and apeed, and of 
auch ornatencss nnd luxury have 
ever before been sunt out to the 
East. 

They are to be used by the 
Maharajah of Patiala for “chekar” 
(hunting) expeditions, one being 
designed as a travelling coach scat- 
{ng 27 persona, and the other an a 
dining saloon with accommodation 
for 16 at one altting. 

Outwardly the vehicles are the 
aame—both finished in two shades 
of maroon, both having entrances 
and exits In the same places, and 
both bearing n searchlight on the 
roof, This searchlight ja of 226,000 
candle power, throws a beam 1,000 
yards Jong, and cun be manipulated 
through a complete circle by 9 
handle in the interlor, Adding to 
chromium plated bumper bars and 
the effectiveness of the exterior are 
the word “Patinin” affixed ta the 
radiator. 

In euch case n Walman sliding 
roof $x fitted, and Triplex “purdah” 
blue tinted safety glasa uaed for the 
windows, This glass has the re- 
murknhle property of allowing & 
perfectly clear vision to the occu- 
pants of the vehicle but at the aame 
tlme shields them from the gaze of 
passers-by, From the exterjor It 
appears quite opaque. ; 

For the interlors teak, polished 
and beea-waxed by hand, has been 
used in-both eaaca, This matches 
In the travelling coach with blue 
moquette covered seate, and in the 
dining ear, with a decorative scheme 
of blue and brown, Many of the 
{nterjor fittings and appointments 
are common to bath vehicles. 

There $4 in cach, for instance, 4 
rack for seven eporting guna, fitted 
to the front bulkhead which also 
beara on the left hand side a blue 
flambeau ight, a Gly in. diameter 
luminous clock, a mirror in the 
centre, and on the right hand side 
a luminous speedometer of the game 
diameter, and osnother blue fam 
beau Hyht. «Projecting through the 
roof immediately above are they 
handles for working both — the 
searchlight and the movable roof, 
and below the mirro, the scarch- 
light switch.

_ corner of the vehicle, n buzzer for 
signalling to the driver or calling 
“bearer,” and an electric cigar 
lighter, ° 

The travelling coach, which con- 
tains specially sprung seats covered 
in blue flowered moquette trimmed 
with leather, has two  cablnots 
erected over the wheel urches, one 
for carrying clgarettes, cigars and 
ginsses, and the other for holding 
bottles of wine. The top drawer of 
this fs lined with zinc for carrying’ 
ice. At the rear of these {6 a three 
divisioned table which can be quick- 
ly erected across the full width of 
the vehicles. 

The dintng saloon, carried out in 
n decorative scheme of brown, is 
provided with five folding tables 
fitted with spring rimmed allver

Odyssey in South 
Africa, 


Realising many months ago 
thet there was an extensive 
market for a newer form of city 
transport In the Union of South 
Africa (a4 there is indeed 
throughout the whole of the 
civilised world), Guy Motora, 
Ltd, shipped a 66-seater double- 
deek electric trolley bus to Cape 
Town, this vehicle being the 
largest which has ever been put 
into service on the African con- 
tinent. Wherever the bus put in 
an appearance it naturally creat: 
ed intense interest, For several 
days it was demonstrated on the 
rondway at present served by 
tail-borne trams up the lower 
slopes to the famous Table 
Mounain, having ita termini in 
the shade of ‘the Table Mountain 
und in Cape Town itself. 

On completion of an extensive 
demonstration in Cape Town the 
bus was towed by a Guy seven 
ton six-wheeler to Durban, where 
it was put into service for several 
days, — demonstrations being 
xiven to Ratepnyers’ Associations 
und the public generally, the 
Press interest, of course, being 
immense, Johannesburg was 
the ultimate destination of the 
Sus, but owing to the inability of 
the Railway Companiee to trans- 
port it, it was towed n distance of 
413 miles, which is, in fact, a 
stupendous towing task without 
parallel in the history of African 
transport. This task occupied 70 
hours actual running time, which, 
in itaclf, is a record, seeing that 
throughout the journey most un- 
usual obstacles had to be over- 
come. 

On the first day out it was ne- 
cessary to chop 20 tons of tim- 
ber to alow the bus to pass, and 
difieulty was experienced with 
overhead telephone wires owing 
to the height of the bus, though 
this was overcome without in- 
terfering with the lines of com- 
munication. 
Hill and Laing’s Nek were the 
two steepest gradients to. be 
negotiated, but the seven-ton 
lorry towed .the Guy double- 
decker up 1 in 8 slopes without 
difficulty, A particularly had 
road between Maritzburg and 
Newcastle caused some concern.

It will traverse any type 
of main road where passenger 
transport is necessary, carrying 
its full load of 66° passengers on 
tt consumption of less than two 
units of electricity per car mile. 

It may be of interest to add 
that the Guy. trelley bus arrived 
at Johannesburg without the 
paintwork being seratched, and 
Was accorded a moat enthusiastic 
reception, 

Again, in) Johannesburg the 
trolley bus evineed considerable 
interest, and His Excellency the 
Governor-Gencral, the Earl of 
Athlone, after completing a care- 
ful examination of the complete 
vehicle, und a ride over a two 
mile stretch of tramway route, 
congratulated the Company on 
its initiative in sending this bus 
the several thousand ‘miles from 
England to South Africa. This, 
he said, would have the _ effect 
of stimulating interest in’ British 
products, and would, no douht, 
go a long way to improving trate 
between the two countries.

France except by Government per- 
mission, and anly after a long and 
tiresome investigation by © com. 
mittee of oMicials, 

The Government, 
Abel Garley’x opinion, is totally 
unfitted to be a judge of what 
securities shall and shall not be 
admitted to quotation on to tha 
French market, Not only so, but 
Wrench fiscal legtalation, by Its 
evivencies in connection with 
foreign accuritien, places the 
‘French market in an altogether 
inferior position when vampared 
with grout international markets. 

Such French fiscal rules and re- 
sulations, Insists Senator Gardey, 
have an altogether — dianstrous 
jeffect on the foreign business of

Tho 
Conservative Dato met with the 
same fate in 1921, and the violent 
death of Cnnovas has been already 
recorded. These murders were 
atupid aa well as criminal. They 
do not seem to have turned “Alfonso 
n hair's breadth from tho path 
which he had marked out for him- 
self: possibly he held with Um- 
berts of Italy that assassinations or 
attempts at such misdeeds wero 
among the perquisites of royalty. 

The Dictatorship. 

The beginning af ‘the ond camo 
with the coup d'etat of General 
Primo de Rivera on September 12, 
1923, by which the Constitution of 
1876 was suspended and complete 
dictatorship catablishad by an {m- 
‘petuous soldier without political 
jpenerenes or much capacity. This 
peraonal Government was to last 
|for ninety days only, when condl- 
tions wore to be’ achieved that 
would permit of return ‘to Parlla- 
mentary governmont. It waa con- 
tinued for six yeara, and has beon 
fallowed-by continuous demands 
for full reckoning with the King,

Charged with Assault 
of a Chinese. 


SENT TO JAIL, 


Charged ut the Kowloon Pallce 
Court yesterday, Private Robert 
Keenan, (23),. a deserter from the 
Argyll and Sutherland Hhhlandera’ 
Camp at Shamahuipo, pleaded “not 
guilty” to cauaing grievous bodily 
harm to Lau Hon-ying, by striking 
him on tho mouth with a stone, at 
the Kowloon Canton Rallway Depot, 
near Holts Wharf, 

A charge of common 
was also preferred, 

The defendant said he threw tho 
stone in self-defence, « 

Glving evidence, complainant eatd 
that on Wednesday Jant, 
after 10 4.m., he was at work onthe 
Permanent way near Holts Wharf, 
He went to the latrine and defen- 
darit came In and acted indecently. 

Complainant pushed him away 
and defendant struck him on the 
mouth with his fist, and kicked his 
hand. ‘Complainant then went out 
and defendant followed and throw 
stones, one of which hit complainant 
on the mouth, : 

‘Lau Fuk, father of the complaln- 
ant, and Lau Kan supported firat 
witness's evidence, about the stone 
throwing. 

After being cautioned by the 
Magistrate, Mr. 5. W. Hamilton, 
Keenan elected to give o sworn 
testimony from the witness box. 

“Myself and another man wero 
living in a guards’ compartment on 
the siding near Holts Wharf,” ho 
said. “We were absent from camp 
without leave. The day previous 
to the incident we had missed some 
ment from the carrlage. On com- 
Ing back from having a swim 
saw two Chinese come from the 
carriage. - We made a search and 
discovered there were nome clothes 
misding, I went down to the 
latrine and searched defendant. He 
escaped and I made oo grab at him 
but missed. I then threw a stone 
at him ne he waa too far away to 
catch, After that three other 
Chinese men came towarda me with 
fron bars, and I threw more atones,” 

John Gillman, another deserter 
from the regiment, who was living 
in the same carriage with Keenan, 
contradicted part ‘of thla evidence 
saying that they both went to the 
latrine, and not for a swim, and it 
was during this absence that the 
clothes disappeared, 

A Portuguese bay who was also 
slecping: in-the coach gnve evidence, 

In summing up His Worship 
said “You are a deserter, and have 
no right to be living there. The 
man was running away, so there is 
no question of self-defence, 

“You have told me a pack of lies, 
‘which makes ‘it worse. you ara 
convicted, on the second charge, tho 
first charge will be diamlased.” - 

A fine of $25 or three weeks’ [m- 
prieonment was imposed, and an 
order made for $10 compensation to 
the complainant, or, in default a 
further week's imprisonment.

CUNARDER. 


|, Sir Percy Bates and 
The Slump. 


There will be no pitblic issue In 
connection with the build|Ing of the 
Cunard Steam Ship Co.'s new Uner. 
This statement was made by Sir 
; Perey Bates, thatrman of the come 
‘pany, at the mecting held on April 
‘8 at Liverpool. 

| Sir Perey sald that the ship was 
at presont known as “No, G34" In 
John Brown and Co.'s yard at 
Clydebank. To-day the company’s 
express service was maintained by 
three shipa, and up till recently no 
leaser number of whips could have 
performed jt. But modern marine 
engineering and naval architecture 
had made {t possible for an oxpress 
weekly service to be carried ‘out 
iwith two ships, 

Conacquently, in the ordinary way 
of business the Cunard Co. 
bound to adapt itself to the new 
conditions, and, when ordering a 
new ahip for the express service, to 
provide such a. ship as would aven- 
tually require but a aingle slater to 
‘fulfil the requirements of the mall 
contract and the passenger echedule, 
Recourse to London Bill Market: 

Competition would be severe, and 
the French Line, it was reported, 
tnd just ordered a ship very aimilar 
| to No, 634, Whether HLM. Govern- 
ment would have given to the 
Cunard Co. the  facilittea reported 
as being given by the French Gov- 
ernment to the French "Line waa 
uncertain, because the Cunard Co, 
only asked for Insurance backing. 
j The French Line was reported to 
have'obtalned ns well not only fin- 
ance but algo contingent guarantees 
againat loss in operation. ° 

Sir Percy continued: “As rogurds 
the payment for this ship, we pro- 
pose to make primary use of our 
annual depreciation carnings, These 
earnings are not available for dis- 
tribution by way of dividend, 1s 
their retention In the business ia 
necessary owing to the fact that all 
ships nro oa wasting asset. 
No public issue {fs in cone 
templation, but recourse will 
be had to the London — bill 
market, which has been of such 
valuable assistance to the company 
in the past. 

“To sum up, No. 534 Is being 
ouilt because the Cunard Co. will 
need such a ship, and for no other 
reason whatsoever. She will be 
such a ship because, being needed, 
no other sort of ship is wise to 
build. In other words, for the 
Cunard Co, she- is the inevitable 
ship, and therefore we ordered her.” 

The short reason why the ordin- 
ary shareholders “had not got a 
dividend was that the single item on 
the credit side of the profit and loss 
account was £960,000 smaller than 
the previous year. The gross ro- 
venue during the year fell by no 
less than £1,600,000, and by far the 
greater portion of this drop occur- 
red during the last seven months of 
the year. That the management 
should have been able to face auch 
a spectacularly rapid drop in re- 
venue and atill produce a profit—no 
matter how microscopfc—-was, he 
sald, a matter for congratulation. 


Signs of F{nanelal Stringency, 


“The movement of first-class 
cabin and second-class pasaengore in 
both directians,” Sir Percy told the 
sharcholdore, “showed unmistakable 
signs of tho financial stringency on 
both sides of the Atlantic; the num- 
bers carried were less, and thero 
waa evidenco that these classes of 
passengers dosfred to cconomise In 
thelr travel, as doubtless many of 
them were doing at home. The 
same tendency was ovident in all 
voyages where there classes of pas- 
songera were carried. If It had not 
been for tho very strenuous efforts 
which wore made by the manage- 
ment and the staff to economies in 
the general operntion of the com- 
pany, these large declines in traffic 
and revenue would have had o far 
more cerlous effect on the net 
revenue,” 

The chairman referred to tho 
economics which had bean effected 
and others which had still to bear 
fruit. Tho Intest step, and ono 
taken most roluctantly, was to ask 
tho staff ashore and afloat to accept 
a reduction in remuneration, This 
would atart on May 1, and would 
apply down from. the directors.

‘An explosion occurred in the 
grocery shop during the early hours 
of the morning. Tho shop ts 
situated on the ground floor oon 
five-storey tenement building, and 
the explosion blew the bottom out 
of the floor abave. 

Tho family of an Itallan working 
man named Doprima, who occupied 
the fint directly over the shop, wera 
from thelr beds {nto the 
blazing ntore beneath, 

Two of thé children, Mary and 
LHfian, aged cleven and nine, were. 
burned to death before they could 
be rescued, 


Jumped From Windows. 


The mother and another baby 
sister were severely burned, and the 
father and four other Persons in 
the tenement were seriously Injured. 

The whole building caught fire, 
and a number of the occupants were 
forced to jump from windows ‘oa 
escape being burned, The majority 
of the others fled down a fire escape. 

The blast which wrecked the shop 
was 60 terrific that ft wan at first 
thought a bomb had been thrown 
Into the atore, but {nvcatigation 
revenled that the exploalon 
cnuacd by a quantity of ofl-soaked 
packing material, which had been 
systematically spread on the floor 
of the shop. 

The owner of the store {8 an 
[talian -named Sebastiano Glaruseo, 
He told the police that he had been 
threatened for. weeks past by 
racketeers owing to his refusal to 
pay a‘large sum of money to thom 
for “protection,” 

Ne is convinced’ that the outrage 
was an act of vengeance as well aa
